day for the concluding session of the 
Seventieth Congress, after a recess 
since the end of May, the opening 
proceedings were marked by an ap- 
pearance of lethargy far differsni 
from what might have been expected 
following an exciting Presidential 
election. 

In the House there was some 
cheering for popular members, . but 
individual Democrats shared this 
along with triumphant Republicans, 
while in the Senate the program was 
of the dullest possible character. 
Just why this was so it is not easy 
to determine. 

The supposition was. that the Re- 
publicans would be full of joy over 
their overwhelming victory in No- 
vember and would display their sat- 
isfaction in some vociferousness, 
modified, of coukse; in: the dignified 
Senate. But no demonstration of any 
sort took placé “inthe ‘Senate, and 
what occurred’ in” “the ‘House’ was 
herdly worthy ‘of ‘dégree: of en- 
thusiasm of which fhat body is ‘c&pa- 
ble. If Rept ari partisans had any 
desire to crow over their defeated 
adversaries, they refrained from 
showing their feelings, As. for the 
Democrats, they did mot present. the 
appearance of being downcast, — 

Despite the duliness. of the opening 
exercises, an‘air of cheerfulnéss was 
observable in both ‘houses. This was 
due to the cordiality of the greet- 
ings exchanged between legislative 
associates who had not seen one an- 
other fore more than six months, 
except in some cases for social 
meetings during the political .cam- 
paign.

The measures today were all 
from the House side and were of 
sectional rather than national con- 
cern with the exception of several 
dealing with the tariff'and farm 
problem. All the bills were re- 
ferred to committees. ‘The Senate 
ledger failed to show a bill intro- 
duced. 

The total deposited in the House 
bill basket was estimated: by clerks.

While the grand jury appeared to 
be marking time yesterday in the 
matter of returning indictments in 
the murder of Arnold Rothstein, the 
gambler, interest in the case was 
stimulated by a report that as soon 
as the indictment was handed up, 
Police Commissioner Joseph A. War- 
ren would tender his resignation to 
Mayor Walker. 

There had been previous reports 
since the shooting of Rothstein in the 


_|Park Central Hotel on the night of 


Sunday, Nov. 4, last, that the Police 
Commissioner had decided to resign 
because of the seemingly unsatisfac- 
tory work of the police in the case, 
but the report of yesterday set what 
was taken to be a definite date for 
the resignation. 

A short time before the report had 
become current in official circles 
District Attorney Banton had an- 
nounced his expectation that the 
grand jury would return indictments 
in the murder this afternoon. There 
bas been a delay in the voting dt: the 
indictments since the latter. part 
of last week, but it was reported ‘that 
Mayor Walker and other high offi- 
cials had been assured yesterday that 
an indictment was almost certain to 
be handed down today. 

Report Mayor Asked Resignation. 

With the first report of the inten- 
tion of the commissioner to resign 
came another that the’ Mayor had 
demanded that Mr. Warren do so. 
When the Mayor was asked about 
this Jatter report late in the after- 
noon in City Hall, howevér, he re 
fused to discuss ‘it. 

“Has Commissioner Warren hand- 
ed you his resignation to become .ef- 
fective as soon as the Rothstein mur-, 
der indictments are-handed up?” the 
Mayor was asked... 

“He has not,’’ replied the Mayor, 
who added that reports of the kind 
usually came’ from persons who had 
no authorization to make them.

The board was convinced of the 
feasibility of constructing the dam, 
believing ‘the danger from earth- 
quakes -negligible, despite the con- 
tention of opponents of the project. 
It held, however, that if the Boulder

LONDON, Dee, 3.—That not only 
did the United States make a profit 
during the World War, but that it 
apparently made the profit mostly 
at Britain’s expense, is the burden 
- of @ long. letter ‘which The London 
Times will publish tomorrow from 
Robert Brand, a director of 
Lloyds Bank here and a miember of 
the Imperial Munitions Commission 
which visited Washington in 1017. 

The letter represents the: view of 
a considerable section of the London 
financial world coricerhing the 
speech made by President Coolidge 
on Armistice Day, in which the 
President said: a 

“It is sometimes said that this 
country made 2 profit out of the 
war. Nothing could be farther from 
the truth.’’. 

‘“‘When the head of a great nation,”’ 
says Mr. Brand, ‘“‘makes what is 
evidently intended to be a pronounce- 
ment of first rate importance, and 
compares directly. the financial ef- 
forts and sacrifices of his own 
country with those of other coun- 
tries, it seems to me that if the com- 
parisons are inaccurate some correc- 
tion should be made and placed:on 
record.’’ 

Suggests Fairer Estimate. 

Mr. Brand adds: 

‘““Mr. Coolidge does not distinguish 
between the war:‘costs of the Ameri- 
can Government.and the war losses 
or profits of the American nation.” 

He then takes President Coolidge’s 
figures as to the net cost of the war 
to the American Goverrnment— 
‘roughly £7,300;000,000."" In order

“Té is in fact impossible to say 
whether the Unitea States made a 
profit or a loss out of the war. What 
s certain is that the American na- 
ion became much richer during the 
war, while all the other belligerent 
nations became much poorer. 


Quotes Commerce Department. 

“Tt is reasonable to suppose the 
great change was due to the war or 
to the stimulus of the war condi- 
tions.’’ 

Mr. Brand quotes Carter Glass’s 
statement concerning the great 
American profits made during the 
three years of American neutrality. 
Then, he says, the wartime stimulus 
to business may be considered to 
have lasted from 1914:to 1921. 

“Two indications of that increas- 
ing wealth may be given,’’ he says. 
“Between 1914 and 1921 the gold re- 
serve of the United States increased 


by 70 per cent, .or £283,600,000.. This 
increase in the gold reserve hag been 
the basis of the phenomenal prosper- 
ity which the United States has en- 
joyed in recent years. But at whose 
expense was this increase obtained? 
“The answer is simple. During the 
first three years of the war thé Brit- 
ish Treasury, in order to finance 
British and allied purchases in the

A thousand delegates, men in 
sheepskin coats and. fur’caps from 
the provinces; city workers in rough 
blouses and leather: coats, factory 
women with shawls over the heads 
and shoulders ‘and peasant women 
wearing white and colored headker- 
chiefs, streamed-in through the gate 
with its towering spire, from whose 
platform the Czars Peter and Iven 
watched their enemies, die on *he 
execution block ih the Red Syware 
below. nee . 

They mounted the superb marble 
staircase, fit’ prelude“ to imperial 
pomp, and passed into St. Andrew’s 
Hall, the former throne room, with 
its great gilt doors, blazing cande- 
labra, ten huge golden columns and 
its orders of chivalry in gold and 
colored shields: on the marble walls. 
They sat there unabashed, these new 
masters of Russia, in .cak pews 
reminiscent of a Methodist chapéel, 
and the presiding ¢ommittee faced 
them from above in an. oak galler 
with a little square pulpit beneath” 
for the speakers. . ; : 

Two long iron trumpets for loud- 
speakers marred the symmetry of 
each golden column and the dazzling 
glare of six arc lamps for the press 
photographers made the gorgeous 
decorations garish. 

The congress was opened by M. 
Cherviakoff, President of the White 
Russian Republic. According to the 
Soviet Union constitution, the Presi- 
dents of the six federated republics 
alternate as the Union President. 
Behind him in the gallery the peas- 
ant President of the Russian Federa- 
tion, M. Kalenin, in a black blouse, 
sat chatting with M. Stalin, who 
wore a khaki tunic buttoned up ‘to 
his neck, and M. Kueusof, president 
of the Textile Workers’ Federation. 
M, Stalin seemed animated and 
looked strong and well. His full mus- 
tache now curves at the ends in a 
real cavalry sweep. 

The proceedings began with a pro- 
posal of minor changes in the sched- 
uled program, which gave the dele- 
gates an opportunity to show the 
smoothness with which the govern- 
ment machine works. Meekly they 
raised their hands to. signify assent: 
Silent and meek they sat when the 
question was asked, ‘‘Has any one 
objection ?’’ 

Then M. Brukhanof, the Union 
Minister of Finance, began a speech 
about the budget. He is a stocky 
citizen with a mustache that nearly 
flows like Stalin’s—the popular. Cav- 
alry General Budyonny can give 
them both two inches at either end. 
The Finance Minister wore a black 
shirt up to his chin. 

He explained the details of the 
budget totaling 7,700,000,000 rubles in 
a firm, precise voice admirably con- 
veyed by the loud-speakers, which 
now function perfectly. On his right 
and left were enormous colored 
eharts, and the audience watched 
aud listened with the eager interest 
of children.

4;}UNDERWORLD IS WAITING 


County Votes $225,000 for Special 
Grand Jury as Police ‘Clean- 
Up’ Continues. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. $.—The people of 
Cook County, particularly those’ of 
Chicago who.-are’ combating «. the 
city’s alliance. of crime and politics, 
looked with hope today upon the in- 
duction into the office of State At- 
torney of John A. Swanson, whom 
they supported in the .April pri- 
Maries and the November .election as 
@ vigorous’ and courageous fighter 
for reform. * The underworld, now 
apprehensively ‘lying low’’ after a 
city-wide police drive against vice, 
gambling, :and liquor dives, began 
canvassing the apparently slim 
chance of making a new alliance. 

Renewing his pledge of a vigorous 
fight against crime and promising 
‘to help ‘‘redeem the good name of 
Chicago in the eyes of the nation 
and the world,’’ Judge Swanson took 
possession of the prosecutor’s office 
in the presence of members of his 
family and many of his friends and 
aides. .Towering banks of flowers 
surrounded him. Acting State’s At- 
torney William A. Rittenhouse, sub- 
stituting for Robert E. Crowe, the 
retiring prosecutor, presented Judge 
Swanson. 

Judge Swanson’s first official step 
was to announce the appointment as 
members of his staff of John E. 
Northrup, who has -been first as- 
sistant to United States Attorney 
George E. Q. Johnson, and John El- 
liott Byrne, also a former Assistant 
District Attorney. Previously he had 
announced that Frank J. Loesch, 
special prosecutor, would be First 
Assistant “State’s Attorney. Today 
he praised Mr. Loesch’s prosecution 
of the election crime cases. 

The new State’s Attorney said he 
would employ an aggressive 


pln to 
destroy the “‘great system of unlaw- 


ful privilege upon which organized 
crime breeds, fattens and thrives.”’ 
He would end the returning of 
wholesale indictments, he declared, 
and hereafter indict only where a 
conviction was more than reasonably 
certain. Swift and capable prosecu- 
tion which would avoid delays, en- 
forcement of the habitual-criminal 
statute, cooperation with other law- 
enforcing agencies, especially the po- 
lice. and, the devotion of all his en- 
ergy, time and ability to suppressing 
crime and insuring safety and order 
in the county were outlined as his 
aims. 

Immediately after the induction

session .and appropriated $225,000 to 


pay expenses of the special grand 
jury investigation. None was more 
eager to v financial “aid for the 
new prosecutor than the commis- 
sioners who blocked $150,000 for the 
special grand jury last May.

Loss of Blood in Accident Blamed in 
Deep River (Conn.) Fatality.

DEEP RIVER, Conn.,; Dec.:3.—A 
gunshot wound received while duck 
hunting on,Friday caused the death 
today of Francis Stevens, 23-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. Herbert W.

Because of lack of funds, the 
Board of Education announced last 
night, the evening elementary 
schools throughout the city will 
close tonight and will remain closed 
until the opening of the second term 
following the new year. For the 
Same reason the evening trade 


schools will close on Dec. 13, a 
week ahead of the scheduled time, 
and reopen after the holidays. The 
evening high schools will continue 
in session until Dec. 19, the sched- 
uled closing time for the Christmas 
holidays. 

The early closing is not unusual, 
George J. Ryan, President of the 
Board of Education, explained, and 
has been resorted to several. times 
in the past when funds have been 
insufficient. The appropriation for. 
1928 will be available er the first 
of the year, and Morris E. Siegel, 
director of evening and continua- 
tion Schools, said that all time lost 
by the early closing would be made 
up during the second term. The 
elementary schools are scheduled 
to operate 100 nights a year and the 
trade schools 120 nights, and these 
schedules will be completed by add- 
ing extra nights at the end of the 
Spring term, he said.

Norwegian Government Deco- 
rates Skippers Who Rescued 
Crew of Sinking Besseggen. 








WALKER PINS ON MEDALS 


He Declares Recognition for Bravery 
of City Employes Is Too Often 
Overlooked. 


Mayor Walker yesterday conferred 
medals for valor, donated by the 
Norwegian Government, upon two 
captains in the municipal ferryboat 
service and one tugboat captain. In 
making the presentations the Mayor 
declared: 

**Too often city employes are over- 
looked in. receiving. recognition for 
deeds of valor. The city of New 
York is proud to have men of this 
type in its service.’’ 

The three men decorated - were 
Captain Francis E. Hickman of the 
ferryboat American Legion, Captain 
Harry W. Lockwood of the ferryboat 
Brooklyn and Captain James B. Gil- 
likan of the tug Bouker No. 4. 

The medals were awarded in rec- 
ognition of the assistance rendered 
to the crew of the steamship Bes- 
seggen. The Besseggen, on Oct. 4, 
1927, while anchored between the 
Statue of Liberty and Robbins Reef 
Lighthouse,, was rammed by the 
steamship Paris, outward bound. 
Soon after the accident the Besseg- 
gen turned over and sank so rapidly 
that no boats could be launched. 

The ferryboats American Legion 
and Brooklyn were en route to their 
terminals and at the time of the ac- 
cident were close by. The ferry- 
boats proceeded immediately to the 
scene just as the Besseggen started 
to sink. One boat was launched 
from the American Legion and one 
from the Brooklyn, and the search- 
light equipment and life preservers 
from both these boats were made use 
of in the rescue work. 

Thirteen members of the crew 
were rescued by the _ ferryboat 
American Legion. The captain, -his 
wife and child were picked up by the 
crew of the ferryboat Brooklyn. The 
tug Bouker No. 4, owned and pe 
ated by the Bouker Contracting 
Company, and a lifeboat from the 
Paris assisted in the rescue of the 


crew.

BETTER PROTECTION URGED 


Coolidge Is Criticized at National 
Conference for Using Worm Bait

Encroachments of civilization and 
the lack of proper conservation 
methods were held to account for the 
diminution of American game and 
wild life yesterday at the opening of 
the ‘fifteenth annual National Game 
Conference at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania, under the auspices of the 
American Game Protective Associa- 
tion. George D. Pratt, chairman of 
the conference, emphasized the need 
for Federal legislation as a solution 
to the problem of protecting the na- 
tion’s wild game. 














“The encroachments of civilization, 
the ever-increasing number of auto- | 
mobiles, and now the possibility of | 
the airplane,’? Mr. Pratt said, “add | 
new difficulties to the problem of | 
protecting game and wild life. 
Sportsmen of today have a hard 
problem to solve. Many types of 
game are gone forever, and what is 
left can be saved only by wise legis- | 
laticn,

decided to support the Norbeck bill, 
which provides for ‘an annual ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000 by Congress 
for bird refuges, rather than ask | 
the sportsmen of America to con- 
tribute the funds through a Federal 
hunting license. Under the bill the 
Government would leave to the} 
States the matter of supplying and | 
administering public hunting acres. |

Japanese Envoy Sees United 
States and Japan in Accord on 
“Open Door” Policy.. 


TALKS TO FAR EAST SOCIETY 


Mortimer. Schiff Makes Appeal for 
Recognition of Japan’s Lead- 
ership in That Area. 


Calling for patience and tolerance 
by the powers interested in China 
to permit that nation to work out its 
national aspirations, Katsuji De- 
buchi, Japanese Ambassador to the 
United States, declared that the 
United States and Japan are in ac- 
cord in their desire to help China, 
in an address before the Japan So- 
ciety at the Hotel Astor last night. 

“Fortunately events in China ap- 
pear to be moving toward the stabi- 


lization of that country,’ he said, 
*“fand there is now more hope for a 
united China than ever before, yet 
it is too early to conclude that she 
has reached the promised land. 

“I might, therefore, say that, prom- 
ising as it is, the present situation 
is fraught with difficulties of various 
nature. However, it is confidently 
hoped that, guided by the dictates of 
reason and moderation, those who 
are in control of affairs in China 
will do their utmost in tiding over 
these difficulties and in re-establish- 
ing throughout that country the 
reign of perpetual peace and ge- 
curity.’’ 


Sees Perfect Accord. 


The United States and Japan, -he 
went on, are in ‘“‘perfect accord in 
respecting the sovereign right of 
China and upholding the principle 
of the open door and of equal oppor- 
tunity throughout that country.’’ 

Declaring that the Pacific era was 
just dawning, Ambassador Debuchi 
said that the future prosperity of

was dependent upon Pacific peace, 
and he asked for popular will for 
friendliness and cooperation between 
the two countries. 

Ambassador Debuchi also stressed 
the mutual confidence and genuine 
friendship, which, he said, have 
characterized American-Japanese re- 
lations from their ve eginning. 
He: spoke of the Kellog anti-war 
treaty as ‘‘a great bulwark of peace 
for the future’’ and pledged his gov- 
ernment to the support of its ideals. 
In speaking of the friendly relations 
he said: 

“Ours is an age of democracy. The 
practice of diplomacy is no longer the 
exclusive province of a few exalted 
personages. No government and no 
diplomat can fulfill the mission of 

eace unless supported by the popu- 
ar will. In an age like this the im- 
portance of such an organization as 
your society can hardly be exagger- 
ated. I am happy to know that I 
can rely upon the hearty and sym- 
pathetic support of each and every 
one of you in the execution of my 
mission. 

“On my part, I wish to assure you 
that.all my efforts at Washington 
will be directed not only towards the 
maintenance of our happy relations 
but also towards the further strength- 
ening of the bonds of friendship unit- 
ing our two -nations.

HUNTS AUTO GRAFT 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


Monaghan Charges Police Plot 
to Profit in Auction of 
Seized Machines. 


TELLS OF CAR PRICED AT $1 


Prosecutor’s Report Is That It Was 
Resold for $250—Grand Jury 
Hears Eight Detectives. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 3.—What 
he described as a discovery of al- 
ieged police crookedness, involving 
the loss of thousands of dollars an- 
nually to the City Treasury, was an- 
nounced late today by District Attor- 
ney John Monaghan after the Spe- 


clal Grand Jury which is investigat- 
ing vice and graft condition had ex- 
amined eight members of the City 
Hall Detective Bureau. 

Mr. Monaghan charged the exist 
ence of a conspiracy among mem- 
bers of the police force to auction 
confiscated automobiles to favored 
persons at ridiculously low prices, 
in order that all concerned mfght 
“split”? the profits in the resale 
which always followed. 

All sorts of tricks, he said, were 
used to discourage bona fide bidders 
at the auction room; a usual scheme 
was to strip good machines of many 
of the parts and put them on sale 
looking like hopeless dcrelicts. The 
detective who had been selected as 
purchaser, according to Mr. Mona- 
ghan’s information, got the parts to 
hide away until a car was his; a job 
of reassembling followed, and a valu- 
able car was ready to be put back 
into the market. 

‘“‘What do you think of a detective 
who was attached to the motor 
squad, and whose business was to go 
after auto thieves, who bought a 
car in this way for $15?” the District 
Attorney asked. 


Several Said to Have Confessed. 


Investigators said several detec- 
tives had made almost complete con- 
fessions of having beer involved in 
this practice, while others had ad- 
mitted they bought good cars cheap- 
ly, but insisted they believed they 
were transacting legitimate business. 

The detective who bought a car 
for $1 spent $3 in towing it home 
and then resold it for $250, it was 
said. 

Police who have ‘been looking sev- 
eral weeks for: ‘‘Musky” Zanghi, 
South Philadelphia gangster, who is 
said to have sworn vengeance two 
years ago against the slayers of his 
younger brother and his cousin, and 
who has been mentioned in connec- 
tion with two shootings since, were 
surprised to see him walk into the 
office of Patrick McKewen, Chief 
of County Detectives. this afternoon.

AIDS LEAK MYSTERY | 


Coal Ports Apparently Ruled 
Out as Cause of Sinking ‘by 
Distance From Water. 


TWO NAUTICAL MEN DIFFER 


Separate Reports. Likely, as They 
Disagree on-~ Importance of 
Minor Leaks in Disaster. 


Leaking coal ports ‘were apparently 
eliminated as a possible cause of the 
sinking of the Lamport & Holt 
steamer Vestris off the Virginia 
Capes Nov. 12, as the result of dis- 
coveries made during an inspection 
yesterday of the Vauban, sister ‘ship 
of the. Vestris, at her dock in Hohbo- 
ken. The theory that improperly 
closed coal ports had caused the dis- 
aster was one of the first advanced 
by survivors. 

Another development of the inspec- 
tion was that Captain Henry Mc- 
Conkey, nautical expert for the Brit- 
ish Government, in the fact-finding 
inquiry before United States Com- 
missioner O’Neill, and Captain E. P. 
Jessop, U. & N., retired, the Ameri- 
can expert,. would probably differ in 
their conclusions based on the inves- 
tigation, which are to be presented 
in court tomorrew. 

Yesterday’s inspection was under- 
taken as a part of the Federal inves- 
tigation. The findings of the two ex- 
perts, originally intended as a joint 
report, are now likely to be deliv- 
ered as separate conclusions. 


Ports 10 Feet Above Waterline. 


The coal ports, of which there are 
seven on each side of the ship, are 
approximately ten feet above the 
loaded waterline, instead of the 
three and a fraction feet which was 
the impression. given by testimony 
in the inquiry. They are five feet 
above the bottom of the half-door, 
whereas it had been thought they 
were below it. The half-door leak 
had been dismissed as a possible 
cause of the initial list, because it 
could have leaked materially only 
after the list had set in. Yester- 
day’s discovery indicated that a list 
of not less than twenty degrees 
would have been necessary before

Miss Elsa Meiskey’s Recital. 

Miss. Elsa Meiskey, soprano, gave 
evidence of a fresh -and pleasing 
voice, but unripe interpretive talent, 
when she appeared in recital last 
night. in Town Hall. She sang in 
Italian, German, French and Eng- 
lish. There was one operatic aria, 
‘‘Pleurez, - pleurez, mes yeux,’? from 
Massenet’s ‘“‘Cid.’’ The gifts of the 
singer would appear to be better 
adapted to songs than to opera at 
her present stage, since she has still 
to develop authority and individual-; 
ity of style, her voice is not yet 
under. such control as to enable her 
to achieve the varied tone color and 
rhetorical effects demanded in: the 
operatic field. 

What showed forth and promised 
pleasantly for the future was the in- 
herent loveliness of the voice and 
certain phrases that were sculptured 
with a fine feeling for line and a 
true emotional expression. In 
French Miss Meiskey’s diction was 
not very clean or characteristic. In 
Italian and German she rendered a 
better account of herseif. 

The question always arises, at 
what stage a young musician should 
make her first appearances in pub- 
lic. If she waits too long to appear 
it is injurious to her development, 
since the studio can never teach the 
lessons of the stage. If.she appears 
before her technic is thoroughly 
established she may not only belie 
her interpretive intentions, but de- 
velop bad habits on the basis of an 
insecure physical foundation. 

Miss Meiskey has vocal capacity 
and talent. She is a pupil of Mme. 
Sembrich. A certain degree of ner- 
vousness, inevitable on the occasion 
of a début, hampered -her last night. 
Her’ best "qualities were somewhat 
overshadowed by conditions almost 
invariably present in the early stages 
ofa concert career. It is evident 
that this singer. has material with 
which to build and the benefit. of 
distinguished guidance in her studies.

Representative BRITTEN builded 
better than he knew. If he did not 
launch a thousand ships, he did set 
afloat ten thousand rumors. One of 
the most piquant of them was that 
Secretary KELLOGG had administered 
a severe “rebuff” to the English 
Government in general, and to Am- 
bassador. HOWARD and Prime Minis- 
ter BALDWIN in particular. The story 
was that the State Department had 
positively refused to transmit to Mr. 
BRITTEN 2. cordial-letter written by 
the British Prime Minister. There 
was such a letter, as was disclosed 
by Mr. BALDWIN himself in the 
House of Commons yesterday, but it 
cordially informed Representative 
BRITTEN that the British Govern- 
ment could not undertake to do busi- 
ness diplomatically with a private 
American citizen. However, before 
this was known, Representative La- 
GUARDIA, with his customary zeal 
and vigilance, had set out to instruct 
the State Department in its duties. 
He announced the introduction of a 
bill in the House of Representa- 
tives which “hereby directed the 
“Secretary. of State ‘to communi- 
“ cate the following resolution, with- 
“out change, addition or. comment, 
“to the British Government.” 

This shows that not only in the 
matter of prohibition are noble ex- 
periments being tried. If the House 
of Representatives or Congress as a 
whole were to succeed in wresting 
the conduct of foreign affairs from 
the President, we should continually 
be in the kind of delightful mess 
which would result if Mr. LAGUAR- 
pra’s~ impossible” bill were to be 
passed. Under the Constitution there 
is no one but the President of the 
United States empowered to “ di- 
rect”’°the Secretary of State what 
to communicate to a foreign gov- 
ernment.. But there is no end to 
loose notions on the subject. People 
forget how past attempts of Con- 
gress to usurp the functions of the 
President have fared. Toward the 
end of President CLEVELAND’S second 
term Congress sought to force his 
hand by a resolution recognizing the 
independence of Cuba. Thereupon 
the Secretary of State, Mr. OLNEY, 
quietly made a statement to the 
press, saying that the opinion of 
Representatives and Senators in such 
a matter was, of course, interesting, 
but that it could not possibly have 
any binding effect upon the Presi- 
dent, who would decide the question 
in his own time and way. 

That ended that. But apparently 
there is need every few years of 
‘instructing certain members of Con- 
gress in the elementary distinctions 
between domestic and foreign affairs 
made by the Constitution. 


MODERN CONSERVATION. 


In taking “coordination” as its 
keynote the National Game Confer- 
ence hints. at the development of 
the game conservation movement in 

' this country. At the beginning the 
cry was “ Preserve!” When this idea 
was finally accepted the slogan be- 
came “ Develop!” It is now ‘ Coor- 
dinate,” because the time has come 
for the many different organizations 
which are directly or indirectly in- 
terested’ in game conservation to 
work together for the common end. 
The extent to which they realize this 
ma‘ be seen from the fact that at the 
conference are representatives not 
ouly. of the American Game Protec:

tive Association and other organiza- 
tions of sportsmen and game conser- 
vationists but also of the Izaak Wal- 
ton League, the National Association 
of Audubon Societies, the American 


| Forestry Association and the Na- 


tional Parks Association. 

Broadly considered, the conserva- 
tion of game is closely allied to 
the conservation of wild lands and 
forests. The farmer’s woodlot gives 
Shelter and life to birds and small 
animals. The prevention of the pol- 
lution. of streams not. only affects 
the conservation of fish but helps 
wild animals. The establishment 
of breeding grounds for migratory 
game birds affords protection to all 
manner of wild life. The national 
forests and parks are havens for 
game. The same is true of State 
parks and forests, and even of pri- 
vate preserves. 

Already -a large measure of co- 
operation exists. The National Park 
Service and the Forest Service work 
with the Bureau of Biological Sur- 
vey in matters concerning the pro- 
tection and the study of game. . In 
the States there is a similar desire 
to coordinate, 

Coordination is specially needed 
at present in carrying forward the 
work of general education in mat- 
ters of conservation. Public indif- 
giving way to 
active interest. The automobile has 
enabled hundreds of thousands to 
reach the parks, forests and wil- 
derness areas, thus giving them 
direct personal contact with prac- 
tical aspects of conservation. Once 
an abstract principle, conservation 
has become a matter of personal 
concern. But there is still need for 
facts. Men and women want to 


:| know how much remains of our wil- 


derness heritage; what is being done 
to preserve it; how far the present 
laws affecting hunters and fisher- 
men are adequate; what more can 
be done to increase the supplies of 
game and to preserve the forests; 
what Canada is doing, and how we 
may and do cooperate with her. The 


ed day is past when strident denuncia- 


tion of all hunters, or impassioned 
pleas to establish a closed season 
on all game everywhere, or other 
similar spectacular personal per- 
formances are of value in forward- 
ing the work of conservation. In 
place of individual pioneering there 
must be organized cooperation. How 
to make this effective is one of the 
principal problems facing the Na- 
tional Game Conference. 


“LIBERAL” DEMOCRATS. 


Representative GARNER of Texas, 
who will be the minority leader in 
the next House, must have enjoyed 
a curious isolation during the cam- 
paign of this year. Neither from 
Republicans nor Democrats. did he 
hear “ any criticism ” of the Houston 
platform. The “pledges” made in 
this impeccable document the Demo- 
crats must attempt to carry out. 
They must provide a program, while 
cherishing the amiable hope that 
the Republicans will offer one in 
which the Democrats can “join, as 
far as possible.” They are ready for 
any “constructive” policies, except 
where ‘‘ Democratic principles” are 
involved. These are excellent in- 
tentions; but party platforms are 
largely waste paper, and ‘“ Demo- 
cratic principles” are sometimes 
mighty hard to identify. 

There used to be ‘ Democratic 
principles” about the tariff. Begin- 
ning with 1928, we are all protec- 
tionists, it seems. In the matter of 
rates there will be differences’ of 
opinion. Possibly the applied science 
of Democratic tariff principles will 
be discovered. Mr. GARNER’S exhor- 
tation to the Democrats to work 
“not only for the interests of the 
“party but for the greater interests 
“ of the country as a whole” is laud- 
able; and it is to be hoped that under 
his leadership the Democrats will 
make no facetious or unintelligent 
opposition. One may wish, too, rather 
than‘hope, that there may be a de- 
cent scarcity of ‘post-mortem elec- 
tion explications and squabbles. So 
soon after a Presidential election 
there ought to be a period of com- 
parative common sense; but many 
Congressmen seem to think that a 
session should be a series of stump 
speeches. 

Mr. GARNER is a little summary in 
his historical views, Ever since MARK 
HANNA’s period, he says, the Repub- 
lican party “has been given over 
to the dictation of the’ Bourbons.” 
Thus he expunges Mr. ROOSEVELT 
and forgets ‘‘the Bourbon Democ- 
racy.” But in the present state of 
the two great parties one ought. to 
be grateful to a man who can find 
any means, however romantic, of 
distinguishing between them. He 
pins another badge on his party. 
*. Naturally and logically” and his- 
torically it is “liberal.” Well, there 
have been long periods when it was 
illiberal and hunker; a long period 
when it was essentially Populist. Is 
it now, as a whole, “liberal”? The 
word has not the happiest of con- 
notations. [t includes . self-compla- 
cent “ intellectualists,” whose intel- 
lect doesn’t always impress; radicals. 
come-outers, cranks of many names.

TRAVEL BY SUBWAY AND “1.” 


The annual summary .of. street 
railway operations issued by. the 
Transit Commission shows that the 
Interborough subway is still the 
biggest money maker among the 
rapid transit lines under present 
operating conditions. Its revenues 
increased $4,345,951 last year. The 
fiscal year 1927 was not a normal 
yard-stick because of the strike in 
July, 1926, but even making due al- 
lowance, for. the loss. of income in 
that period, the increase this year 
was about. $3,346,000, which is some- 
thing over 7 per cent. - The B. M. T. 
showed a gain, but not so notably. 
Revenues from the Interborough’s 
elevated lines fell off. The trend of 
the company’s operations is brought 
out vividly in the figures of “net 
corporste income as adjusted,” which 
showed, for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 last, a net income of $8,831,- 
771 on the subway division and ‘a 
net loss of $6,130,368 on the elevated 
division, . : 

The Interborough’s efforts to per- 
suade people to ride on the “ Open 
Air Line” were apparently none too 
successful, the number of passengers 
carried by the elevated lines being 
slightly less than a year ago. It 
would be-hasty to assume from this 
that these lines no longer-play an im- 
portant réle. A facility which af- 
fords transportation to upward of 
350,000,000 passengers is still far 
from negligible. Much the same can 
be said of the surface lines in Man- 
hattan. They are not so popular as 
they used to be, and their ineffi- 
ciency is reflected this year in a 
substantial operating deficit, but 
they still carry over 300,000,000 pas- 
sengers. Even antiquated facilities 
cannot be abandoned until improved 
facilities are available to take their 
place. Ultimately some of the ele- 
vated lines may be torn down to let 
light and air into the avenues which 
they now obscure, and here and there 
@ surface line may bow before the 
competition of the motor bus, but 
these changes are mostly for the 
future, 

In the outlying districts popula- 
tion tends to follow rapid transit 
lines; in the terminal districts rapid 
transit facilities tend to reflect ex- 
isting concentrations. The latest fig- 
ures reveal Times Square as the hub 
of the metropolis—the vortex of its 
swirling life. Nearly 90,000,000 peo- 
ple dropped their nickels into the 
turnstiles of Times Square during 
the twelve months of the fiscal’ year 
under review, an increase of 10 per 
cent over last year. As it may be 
assumed that an equal number: of 
people passed through the turnstiles 
outward bound from the subways, 
something like 180,000,000 -people 
must have passed in-or out.of these 
stations during the year. Every 
man, woman and child in the coun- 
try could have passed through them 
at’ some time during the year and 
still failed to bring the total within 
60,000,000 of this figure. If you add 
the pedestrians and motors on the 
street level and the hundreds of mil- 
lions who pass through in the sub- 
ways beneath, the Times Building 
marks what must ‘be today incom- 
parably the greatest traffic centre 








in the world.

POLAR WEATHER STATIONS. | 

Almost half way round the circle 
the centre of which is the North 
Pole extends. Russian’ territory, 
from Bering Sea to the White Sea. 
Norway, Danish Greenland, Canada 
and Alaska complete the circle. The 
Russian meteorological. bureau es- 
tablished stations in Siberia north ‘of 
the Arctic Circle twenty years ago, 
and has added to them. Professor 
SAMOILOVICH, who commanded the 
Krassin expedition to find and re- 
lieve the Nobile party, now proposes 
a chain of stations in the northerly 
parts of Siberia, Russia in Europe, 
Greenland, Canada and Alaska 
where life could be sustained. He 
thinks that date on atmospheric 
conditions to indicate weather far in 
advance in the Northern Hemisphere 
could be collected. In this associa- 
tion Russia would naturally play a 
leading part. The future in the Arc- 
tic belongs to that country, accord- 
ing to PETER FREUCHEN, the Danish 
scientist, who recalls in The Scandi- 
navian Review that the greatest 
Arctic expedition ever sent out was 
organized by Czar PETER the Great 
and was commanded by a .Dane, 
VITUS BERING. .From the earliest 
times Russia realized the importance 
of Arctic exploration. 

The future will see Siberia a great 
granary. It is necessary, then, 
have reliable weather reports. Pro- 
fessor SAMOILOVICH maintains that 
the ‘time should come when the 
farmer will know what the weather 
is to be weeks, and perhaps months, 
in advance. Denmark, Norway, 
England, Canada, and even Southern 
Alaska, would also benefit by such 
information, The radio would make 
the wonder of distributing weather 
hews over vast areas and out to sea 
possible, 

Professor Hopss, in founding a 
meteorological station in Greenland, 
was thinking more of those who go 
down to the sea in ships than of 
those who follow the plow. “It is 
“ the intense cold of the interior area 
“of Greenland which is responsible.” 
he says, “for the havoc-making 











storms that issue from its margin.”

| city of Olynthus, up in the North of 


Greece, that bathtubs not unlike the 
models of today were in use at least 
before 2,276 years ago, for it. was 
then that this city was razed to the 
ground by PHiP of Macedon.

had begun his conquests, and cen- 
turies before St. PAUL journeyed in 
that Macedonian region. Public baths 
in Greece were common even earlier, 
and the large bathroom in the palace 
at Tiryns, which travelers in the 
Peloponnesus still may see, ‘ carries 
“the traditiqn ‘ still further back, 
“into Mycenaean time.” Professor 
GuLick of Harvard, in his recent 
little book on ‘‘ Modern Traits in‘Old

Hoover Democrat’ Pleads for Un- 
biased Political News in South. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
As a “‘Hoover Democrat,’” rejoicing 
in the-results of the recent election, 
I'am moved to make the suggestion 


; to any and all concerned that’ now 


would ‘be a: good time for the exten- 
sion of liberal journalism: in ‘the 
South, and particularly in South 
Carolina. This is one field which is 
not overcrowded. In fact, the recent 
election result was a great surprise 
to thousands -of honest and intelli- 
gent South Carolinians—I am confin- 
ing my remarks to my native State, 
though they. doubtless are just as ap- 
plicable to the entire South—mainly 
because of the fact of-their reading 
some hidebound party organ which 
felt impelled to give a strictly Demo- 
cratic interpretation to all political 
news. 

Smith and Raskob and all the big 
party officials and organs: predicted 
a Smith victory, and those people 
who read only one newspaper and 
depended upon such a party organ 
for their political information will 
now be in a more receptive attitude 
toward a newspaper which is really 
independent politically and other- 
wise; or which, at least, will pre- 
sent both sides of a political cam- 
paign with passable fairness. 

We have had enough of gag rule 
in South Carolina. We Democrats 
who opposed Al Smith have had no 
spokesmen and no public organs in 
the State through which effectively 
to voice our sentiments. It is im- 
possible to get a fair hearing in the 
columns of a bitterly hostile polit- 
ical party organ, as most of the 
newspapers in this State are in a 
political -year. We have not even 
been able to vote for the man of our 
choice, because of a notorious Rule

nominees. of the Democratic Party, 
including the.

A man who votes in the primary 
election -has ‘‘done voted’? for the 
next Democratic Presidential as- 
pirant. 

There are many people of wealth

CURBING CRIME TENDENCIES 


Overcoming Incipient Truancy Sug- 
_ gested as One Method. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The report of the subcommission 
of the New York Crime Commission 
on the causes and effects of crime 
challenges attention. It is interest- 
ing to social: workers because their 
own recommendations do not differ 
from, those proposed by the commis- 
sion, and their judgments grow out 
of their knowledge of the individual 
boy and girl who has. gone astray. 
The. study made by the commission 
of the 251 adolescents brings their 
approval and support. 

It would seem superfluous to im- 
press upon the public the need of 
greater consideration within the 
school before the truants develop 
into. the. class considered by the com- 
mission. The report of these adoles- 
cents strikingly indicates the origin 
of many of the adult criminals. 

Surveys are admirable, but their 
value ceases unless something is 
done. We would urge, as a practical 
measure, that: a demonstration be 
made now and that the necessary 
staff be mobilized from within and 
without the school to give attention 
to the pupils at the very first signs 
of ‘truancy. We would urge a’ con- 
structive, realistic handling of the 
problem and that the school be chosen 
in a neighborhood, not the worst or

the findings, but one where the cir- 
cumstances admit of a fair experi- 
ment on this serious question. 
I am‘sure, if such a demonstration 
were made, the staff in the schools 
and social workers in the. neighbor-

Fighting Among Themselves. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: . 

I noticed in an article in THe Times 
the action taken by the shippers of 
New York and vicinity to unite in 
defending the great port of New 
York against the attempts by Bos- 
ton and other North Atlantic ports 
to protect their interests and develop 
their business at the alleged expense 
of the port of New York. 

For some time past it has appeared 
to me that the port of New York 
and the other North Atlantic ports 
have made a great mistake in fight- 
ing each other in formal proceedings 
before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the United States Ship- 
ping Board and other Federal regula- 
tory bodies. These proceedings have 
invariably resulted in heavy expense 
for counsel and elaborate and expen- 
sive exhibits, and in some instances 
the hearings have been prolonged for 
extended periods and decisions have 
not been forthcoming until years 
have elapsed. Invariably these de- 
cisions have been unsatisfactory to 
the several ports involved. 

It seems, therefore, that instead of 
continuing to thus fight among 
themselves it would be much better 
if all of the North Atlantic ports, un- 
der the leadership of New York, 
America’s premier seaport, put up a 
united front to take such measures 
as appear necessary to effectively 
meet the growing competition of 
Montreal and other Canadian ports.

that Canadian ports are diverting a 
far greater volume of export com- 
modities that have heretofore moved 
largely through the port of New 
York than have all the other North 
Atlantic ports combined.

AN OX-TRAM. PIONEER 


| Oldest of Settlers Who Went to| 


Pacific ‘Northwest’ Over 
Oregon Trail. 


‘AT 97 FOUGHT TO LIVE ON 


Followed Famous Route by Covered 
Wagon, Auto and Airplane—Took 
Steps to Perpetuate It. 


SEATTLE, Dec. 3 (®).—Ezra Meek- 
er, one of the last of the pioneers of 
the covered wagon era, died here 
this morning after an illness of sev- 
eral months, at the age of 97. 

" He clung to life by sheer will power | ‘ 
after physicians and relatives had 
given him up. He had been at the 
point of death in a Detroit hospital 
for ‘two months before returning 
here eight weeks ago.. When his 
condition became alarming, it. was 
impossible to move him. to a eae 
pital. 

On Thursday Mr. Meeker was re- 
ported to have shown great improve- 
ment, and hepes were held by his 
physicians that he would live to 
reach his ninety-eighth birthday this 
month. He was in fine spirits over 
the week-end, and his pulse and tem- 
perature were about normal. Late 
yesterday. there was a turn for the

A Stirring Career. 


Ezra Meeker, oldest pioneer of the 
Pacific Northwest, was one of the 
few survivors of the days when 
‘“‘Westward Ho!” were watchwords 
and settlers crossed the American 
Continent with ox teams. 

His personality and his efforts to 
erect in his old-age suitable memori- 
als along the old Fewer Trail, which 
he had traversed ina covered. wagon 
in 1852, and lived to follow n in 
an airplane, became . well own 
throughout the United States. 

The migration to the Oregon coun- 
try was one of the world’s greatest 
hegiras, a steady march of home 
builders during e years prior. to 
the relinquishment by Great Britain 
of claims to a part of the Oregon 
country. It is said 350,000 men, 
women and children followed the 
trail, and there was much suffering 
and death along the route. 

It was to acknowledge thé heroism 
of the pioneers who. blazed the trail, 
to rescue the ‘various important his- 
toric points along the trail from obli- 
vion, and to honor the 20,000 dead 


that lie buried in unknown graves| 


along the 2,000 miles between the 
Missouri. River and the Pacific 
Coast, that Mr. Meeker founded the 
Oregon Trail Association, of which 
in 1926 he was elected the first 
president. 

Congress authorized: the coining of 
6,000,000 half dollars, of god 
design, which were sold at a 
mium to raise an endowment 
for the historic perpecueies of the 
trail. These coins showed an ox- 
drawn prairie schooner on one side, 
and on the other an Indian, stand- 
ing with hands upraised to stop the 
white man’s progress westward. 


Last to Go by Ox Team. 


In all, Mr. Meeker made six trips 
over the Oregon Trail, and was ac- 
tually the last man to make the 
journey by ox team. He-also was 
among the first passengers to cross 
the continent in an airplane, being 
within two months of the age of 94 
years when he made the Fa ht over 
the old trail ix October, 1 This 
flight, in an army airplane, was 
taken to contr: st his first mode f 
travel with the most modern way 
and to arouse the interest of the 
age in the marking of the trail.

Major L. G. Gardner in Letter to

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—With the arri- 
val here today of the officials of the 
leading aircraft manufacturing com- 
panies in the United States the 
manufacturers’ section of the Aero- 
nautic Chamber of Commerce started 
their series of meetings which will 
last for three days. ; 

At the exposition itself several new 
ships appeared on the floor, among 
them the Belanca C. H., which is G. 
M. Beilanca’s latest edition of the 
six-pessenger monoplane similar -in 
most respects and dimensions to the 
record-breaking Columbia. A. De 
Haviland Moth, the only foreign 
plane in the exposition, was placed 
on display by Air Associates, Inc., of 
New York and the Keystone Looning 
Air Yacht found a place under the 
wings of the big twin-engined HKey- 
stone Bomber. 

In connection with the engine ex- 
hibits and the plans of motor manu- 
facturers for the next year it was 
learned that the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation, which heretofore has 
held the radial-type motor of the 
Whiriwinc and Cyclone class, is 
eabdout to place a four-cylinder in line 
air-cooled engine of 100 horsepower 
in production. The motor Selected is 
the De Haviland Gypsy, similar su- 





perficially to the Cirrus engines 
which have been uséd to a great ex- 
tent in the small sport planes for | 
privats use in Great Britain. | 


Motor Adapted for Small Planes. | 


This motor dev- ‘ops 100 horsepower 
and is adapted particularly to use in 
the smail planes which in the past 
have employed the American train- 
ing motor built for instruction pur- 
poses during the war, the Curtiss 
Ox. The decision of the. Wright Com- 
pany to add the De Haviland en- 
gine to its :ne of 150, 225, 300 and 
525 horsepower engines brings the 
American manufacture of motors 
originating in Great Britain to three. 

An American cirrus company has 
been formed in New York to make 
these four-cylinder engines and the 
E. W. Bliss Company in Brooklyn 
has obtained the Arnerican license 
for the manufacture of the Bristol 
Jupiter air-cooled radials.

At a meeting of members of the 
Aeronautical Chamber this after- 
neon advocates of future aeronau- 
tical expositions presented the case 
tor their respective cities. William 

B. Mayo, chief engineer for tne Ford 
Motor Corporation, outlined the plans 
for Detroit for its annual all-America 
aircraft show in April. 

A_ representative of Cleveland 
spoke in favor of an exposition there 
in August at the time of the na- 
tional air races. 

Fort Worth’s representative e- 
scribed plans for an aircraft show 
in connection with the annual South- 
western Exposition in January. 

After discussion by the members, 
Charies L. Lawrance moved that 
only expositions aap by mem- 
bers of the indus itself should re- 
ceive the suppore of the chamber 
and that all so-called expositions put 
on by professional promoters for 
profit or for ‘‘benefits’’ should not 
receive official sanction. This mo- 
tion was unanimously carried. It 
was followed by another motion put 
before the meeting by Frank Russell, 
vice president of the Curtiss Com- 
pany, advocating the limitation of 
expositions sponsored by the chem- 
ber to one a year. This motion was 
also carried unanimously, after some 
discussion.

has increased more than 75 per pent | 
during the last three -years: 

Attorney General Sargent in his re- 
port concurs in the recent. reconimen- 
dation of the conference of senior 
circuit judges, presided over by 


Chief Justice William Howard Taft, 
which he transmits with his own re- 
port, for three additional district 
judges for the Southern District of 
New York, one additional judge for 
the Second Circuit, two additional 
district judges for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of New York (instead of one 
as recommended last year) and .one 
for the Southern District of Florida, 
and one additional circuit judge for 
the. Ninth Circuit. 

The Attorney General also recom- 
mends the consolidation of all the 
legal activities of the government un- 
der the supervision of the Attorney 
General.

$20,000,000 FOR MISSISSIPPI 


New York Commerce Totals $12,-

Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. —An ap- 
propriation of $50,781,880 ‘for all 
river and harbor work during the 
fiscal year 1930 was recommended 
by: Major Gen. Jadwin, Chief of En- 
_——, in his annual report today, 

against $73,181,498 available for 
the current fiscal year, including un- 
expended balances. 

General Jadwin asked $9,741,400 
for improvement and’ $10,676,860 for 
maintenance of sea coast harbors; 
516,509,000 for improvement and 
,000 for maintenance of the 
Mississippi River System, exclusive 
of the flood control; $3,172,000 for 
improvement and 1,725,000 for main- 
tenance of lake harbors; $1,773,000 








ceeds ‘‘to. violate ‘the. United States 
customs in making delivery.”’ 

She says that 1,169,002 gallons of 
whisky were cleared in the fiscal 
year for export to the United States 
and that the total Canadian value of 
all alcoholic beverages cleared from 
Canada for the United States in the 
same period was $24,397,958, or more 
than $2,000,000 a month. The figures 
represent an'increase from 665,896 
gallons in 1925, with a Canadian 
value of $10,772, 988. 

Referring to vessels both domestic 
and foreign, captured in the contra- 
band liquor trade, Mrs. Willebrandt’s 
report says there were 370 domestic 
seizures ‘during the year, whereas in 
1925 there were 516, and 330 and 320 
each in 1926 and 1927. 

*‘One fact of interest respecting the 
last year,’’ she says, “‘is that out of 
the total number of domestic vessels 
captured, 174, or 47 per cent, were 
seized in Florida waters. or in that 
vicinity. In this region liquor car- 
goes are obtained for the most. part 
directly from the Bahama Islands, 
and the hovering supply plays no im- 
portant réle. Also, the hovering — 
is not inyolved in the contraband 
traffic that is carried on from Can- 
ada into the United States through 
the waterways of the Great Lakes.’ 

“St. Pierre-Miguelon, in the vicinity 
of the mouth of the St. Lawrence 
River, .continues to be the main 
source of supply and operating base 
for the high-seas smugglers of the 
Atlantic: coast,’’ it be ge eee ‘ 

“The falling Rs in foreign: ‘ship 
seizures has become oat icularly 
noticeable during oe year.

55,729 Criminal Cases Started. 

Reviewing her enforcement activi- 
ties throughout the United States, 
Mrs. Willebrandt reports that 55,729 
criminal prohibition prosecutions 
were started during the year, an in- 
crease of 15,020.over 1927. Including 
cases left over’ from the previous 
year, 58,429 cases -were.ended, as fol- 
lows: Convictions, 48,820; acquittals, 
1,431; nolle prossed or discontinued, 
6,114; quashed, dismissed, demur- 
rer, &c., 2,064. 

“There were thirty-four convictions 
to each acquittal,’’ she said, ‘‘a gain 


of one over the preceding year. 
The aggregate of fines, forfeitures 
and penalties imposed “was much 
higher than during the Pape ae 
year, the total being $7,303,563.28 
Jail and prison sentences imposed 
reached a total of more than ‘7,700 
years, am increase of 48 per cent. 
This is by far the highest aggregate 
of sentences imposed jn one bord 
since prohibition went into effect.

The fear of a tremendous expan- 
sion in brokers’. loans in the.

Iliness of the. King of England, 
which adversely affected stocks 
with an international flavor, par- 
ticularly Canadian Pacific and In- 
ternational Nickel, traded in not 
only in New York, but in Canada 
and London.

' . Trading Volume Drops. 


An outstanding development of the 
day, secondary only to the swift de- 
clines and advances, was the man- 
ner in which trading dried up. Sales 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
were 4,487,330 shares, the slowest 
since Nov. 5, the day before election. 
The opening was rather tempestu- 
ous, as was the close. Declines of 
a point or so were frequent in the 
first few quotations on the ticker. 

With the openings out of the way 
the market fluctuated nervously. 
Frightened speculators by the thou- 
sands, in all parts of the country, 
alarmed by the drop ‘at the opening, 
sold their stocks ‘‘at the market,’’ 
saving > or taking a few points 
loss. he pools made no attempts 
to advance their stocks, taking such 
offerings as were made at conces- 
sions, and ae. the stocks fall 
into their laps. here were no at- 
tempts to bid the market up until 
well after the noon hour. 

It was the airplane stocks and the 
railroad shares—a curious combina- 
tion—which finally turned the mar- 
ket about. 

At the close it -was found that the 
railroad shares‘had declined 35 cents 
and the industrials; ‘as measured by 
the averages compiled by THE. New 
YorK Times, $2.11. The combined 
average of fifty representative stocks 
was off $1.23 at the close. This does 
not rate, however, as the largest re- 
cession since the election. That was 
$2.66, on Nov... 21.

But in recent years the 
invitations began to get into the hands of the wrong 
people. Crews on the Pacific Coast were invited to 
come on in, for the water was fine. 

It was, until those Coast crews spoiled it. All too 
often in the last decade or so the sweepswingers from 
the Pacific Coast moved out ahead and left the origi- 
nal owners of the river swamping in the backwash. 
Columbia had a fine crew this year, but it was Cali- 
fornia that won at Poughkeepsie. Yale had a fine 
crew, too, but it was California that won at Philadel- 
phia in the Olympic tryouts. And it was California 
that won the Olympic championship on the Amstel 
Canal in Holland. 

Eastern colleges were once supreme in. track and 
field sports, too, but those curious Californians heard 
the cheering and started to investigate. They bought 
running shoes, jumping stands, hurdles, javelins and 
other such equipment and plunged into the game. The 
athletes from Southern California and Stanford have 
been taking the team title at recent ‘‘intercollegiates’’ 
with monotonous and annoying regularity. 

But football was left. That was a real Eastern sport.

The following matter has been summarized from information furnished by Mr. J. L. Maddux, president of the Corporation: 


Maddux Air Lines Co: is being incorporated under the laws of the State of Delaware to acquire, in the first instance, not 
less than 75% of the outstanding stock of Maddux Air Lines, Inc., incorporated September 2, 1927. Sufficient additicnal stock 
is reserved, howevet, to effect the acquisition of 100% of the outstanding stock of Maddux Air Lines, Inc.

Savings bank presidents made a

The hearing was on an application 
by the Chesapeake & Ohio majority 
for a modification of the commis- 
sion’s original ruling that the stock 
might be purchased at not more than 
$110 a share. The contention made 
by the Chesapeake & Ohio was that, 
because of developments since the 
merger was proposed, the higher 
price now agreed upon by the two 
‘railroads was not excessive. 

The failure of the minority group, 
headed by Colonel Henry W. Ander- 
son of Richmond, Va., to oppose the 


application vigorously was _ consid- 
ered significant, as this was the first 
important move in the Van Swerin- 
gen merger programs which had not 
been keenly contested by the mi- 
nority.

HEAVY IN NOVEMBER 


Business of Larger Companies 
Shows Gains Over. Year Ago, 
Aided by New Models. 


USUAL SEASONAL DECLINE 


Increase of 37 Per Cent Reported 
by Packard for 9 Months, 118 
Per Cent by Hupp Co. 


Shipments of automobiles by the 
larger companies in November com- 
pared favorably with the correspond- 
ing month last year, although some 
seasonal decrease. was shown from 
the preceding months this year. In 
eases where néw models were re- 
cently announced the shipments con- 
tinued virtually. at record propor- | 
tions, it was indicated. 

The Packard Motor Car Company 
shipped 4,600 cars in November, 
against 5,802 in October and 4,372 in 
November last year. .In the first 
eleven months of the year shipments 
totaled 45,432 ‘cars, compared with 
33,050 in the same period of 1927, an 
increase of 12,382 cars, or 37 per 
eent. In the first quarter of the 
year ended Nov. 30 shipments to- 
taled 15,202 cars, against 13,076-in 
the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year, an increase of 2.126 cars. 

November shipments of the Hupp 
Motor Car Corpofation were 3,114 
cars, against 5,075 cars in November 
last year, when the first shipments 
of the new Hupmobile. models were 
being made. The shipments this 
year are considered normal for the 
month, having been exceeded by the 
company only in November of two 
previous’ years. Eleven months’ ship- 
ments totaled 64,235 cars, compared 
with 37,397 in the - corresponding 
period of 1927,.an increase of 26,838 
cars, or 72 ner cent. 

Export shipments by the Hupp 
Company for eleven months more 
than doubled, totaling 5,701 cars, 
against 2,610 in the like period of 
last year, an increase of 3,091 cars, 
or 118 per cent. November exports 
of 500 cars were 131 per cent greater 
than in November a year ago. 

Production py the Graham-Paige 
Motors Company in November was 
2,793 cars, an increase of 35 per cent 
over November last year, Output for 
the first eleven months of the year 
totaled 73,194 cars, against 20,860 in 
the same period last year, an in- 
crease of 250 per cent. November 
shipments to dealers totaled 3,16) 
units, against 2,407 in November 
last year, while shipments for eleven 
Months were 73,363 cars, against 
21,548 cars for the corresponding 
period in 1927. 

Shipments of the new Cadillac and 

Salle cars since the announce- | 
ment of the new models in August 
have exceeded 18,000 units, Law- 
rence FP. Fisher, president of the 
Cadillac division of the General Mo- 
tors Corporation, announced yester- 
day. This total represents an ad- 
vance of 35 per cent over shipments 
in the same period of 1927. The new 
La Salle has shown an 8&7 per cent 
increase over the same period of 
1927, Mr. Fisher said, while export 
business for the division has shown 
a 25 per cent increase. 

November shipments by the Buick 
Motor division of General Motors 
compared well with the record Oc- 
tober shipments of 28,614 cars, and 
are practically the same as for No- 
vembcr 1927, according to Detroit 
reports which reached the financial 
district yesterday. 

The Gardner Motor Company re- 
ports shipments for the quarter 
ended Nov. 30 amounting to 947 
cars, against 442 for the same period 
of 1927, an increase of 114 per cent. 
Shipments for November showed an 
increace of 15 per cent over Novem- 
ber, 1927.

Pine Balsom a Medicine. 


An automobile. purchased in the 
United States on an instalment con- 
tract and resold in Mexico before full 
payment was completed is subject to 
duty when repossessed by the motor 
company, a decision yesterday by 
the United States Customs Court 
held. The decision overrules a pro- 
test by the William Alberts Motor 
Company of Nogales, Ariz., against 
payment*of 25 per cent duty pro- 
vided for imported automobiles un- 
der Paragraph 369. 

The automobile company protested 
on the grotmd tirat the car was of 
American manufacture, had been 
purchased on a conditional sale con- 
tract, taken to Mexico without their 
knowledge and sold to a third party. 
They claimed the car should be con- 
sidered under Paragraph 1514, which 
grants free entry to American goods 
returned. The court points out, how- 
ever, that in order to enter returned 
American products free of duty they 
must be imported by or for the ac- 
count of the person «vho exported 
them from the United States.

The new motorship Kungsholm of 
the Swedish American Line arrived 
yesterday on her first voyage with 
750 passengers from Gothenburg. | 
Captain J. N. G. Anderberg, the mas- 
ter, said that despite four days of 
rough weather the vessel averaged 
18.4 knots. The Kungsholm was 
berthed at West Fifty-seventh Street 
after the Gripsholm departed. 

The crow who came to see 
friends sail saw the big Swedish 
American motorships in the Hudson 
together... The Kungsholm is about 
1,500 tons larger and 35 feet longer 
than the Gripsholm. 


Tanks Steady Ship in Storms.. 
The Kungsholm was built at Ham- 
burg by Blohn & Voss and is 19,000 
gross tonnage, 608 feet long and 78 
feet beam. She is equipped with

the Isthmian, Calmar and Panama- 
Pacific lines, which have declined to 
accept membership in the conference, 
have agreed to adhere to the rate 
schedule and regulations laid down 
by the conference. This agreement 
becomes effective Jan. 1. The 
Panama-Pacific Line is a subsidiary 
of the International Mercantile Ma- 
rine Company, the Isthmian Line is 
owned by the United States Steel 
hab wag hoe and the Calmar Line, 
while not owned by the Bethlehem 
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Steel Corporation, is operated prac- 
tically as a subsidiary of that com- 
pany. 

The Intercoastal Conference has! 
been placed in the strongest position | 
that it ever held by the addition of 
the two new lines and the agreement 
with the other three. Six months ago 
the conference was threatened with 
disruption and a rate war was con- 
sidered certain. The Panama-Pacific 
Line withdrew from the conference, 
holding that the conference could 
not properly serve its needs unless 
all lines in the intercoastal trade 
were members. Although several 
meetings were held, the line refused 
to reconsider.
